18. Claims 1-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Brunson (5,647,022) (eg., see Abstract, 
figure 1 (retrieving means (11), first mail store (22), second 
mail store (32), determining means (10), establishing means (13), 
sending means (link between 13 and 30)), col. 1 (line 66) to col. 
2 (line 21), col. 2 (lines 51-65), col. 13 (line 63-et seq.)). 

19. Per Web Pages (engine) and firewalls, these are inherent 
elements within sections of the "Internet" (eg., see col. 1 
(lines 15-33) and thus the use clearly anticipated.
